The design of such a 
Dummy Load will of course depend on the power to be handled, 


There is an article from the August 1965 issue of the VHFer, 
entitled ‘a Homemade RF Wattmeter". For low power this unit has 
proved very useful to me in low power work, both as a dummy load and 
as a wattmeter, The principle of construction can be applied to 
make up a unit of considerably greater wattage byusing the same 
concentric construction with more resistorsf proper resistance. I 
built the unit described, and also one for a 75-ohm load, They have 
proved indispensitle in my work. I believe my wattage yeadings to - 
be somewhat on the low side. Perhaps someone familiar with present- 
day diodes could suggest some improvements, 


I can appreciate the writers desire for information on dummy 
loads. Perhaps this will be helpful. 


For dummy loads of greater wattage I frequently use lamps 
chose to approximate the recuired resistance. . These are of 
coure a makeshift device, but they have been of great help to me.
